on schedule

EAST JORDAN - Construction on East 
Jordan High School, the city’s first new 
school in 22 years, is still on schedule and 


within the proposed budget, according to. 


School Superintendent Mel Rullman. 

“We still plan to have it ready for 
classes next September,”’ Rullman said 
last week. “Of course that’s barring 
unforeseen problems such as a severe 
early winter or a long strike.” 

Rullman said the biggest job right now 
is to get the walls up. He is confident this 
can be done in normal winter weather. 
Getting the roof on is crucial so 
contractors can work inside. 

Steel construction on the $2.5 million 
project is expected to be finished this 
week, Rullman said. 

The school will have a capacity of 450 
students. Since present high school 
enrollment is 425, this may seem like 
there is little room for growth. 

But, Rullman points out, when the 
current high school classes graduate, 


they will be replaced by smaller-sized 
classes. 


“We are not building for a large. 


enrolment increase, but we do expect a 
slight increase in the future because of 
the new school itself, people from 
downstate moving north, the new 
medical center and,” he cae “hee 
cause it’s a nice communi 


There have been a few minor problems 


with the project. A brick delivery to be, 


made by a trucking company had to be 
brought in by rail. This resulted in a 2 day 
delay for the masons. 

Kitchen equipment funding from the 
state is now a problem, Ruliman says. 
The state would like the school district to 
have one central kitchen and truck food 
to the other buildings. 

School administrators are still trying 
to obtain state reimbursement for the 


equipment. “Even if we don’t get it, we 
still have one kitchen so we can continue 
to serve hot lunches,’”” Rullman said. 

The focal point of the school will be the 
media center, which will be located in the 
center of the classrooms. In this way it 
becomes an extension of the classroom. 
Classrooms wilt have movable walls so 
teachers can coordinate with the media 
center. 

“In today’s world you have to know 
how to use a library. So the emphasis in 
education isto have students learn how to 
use it to obtain the information they 
need,” Rullman said. 

The architects met with each‘teacher 
to find out what they wanted in the 
library. For the most part, their wishes 
were incorporated in the plans, he said. 

The new auto shop will be larger than 
the present one and wood and metal 
shops will be added. A folding partition 
between the cafeteria and auditorium 
a.:4 stage area will allow more space for 
eommunity activities.  - 

Rullman pointed out that a number of 
local contractors are helping to build the 
school. ... 

“Tom Wiltjer, Wilson, Wiison and 
Mayhew, Leon Bartlett, Bud Pardee, Jim 
Petrie, and C.H. Smith are working at the 
site. 

Ruliman estimates that approximately 
50 to 60 local people are involved in the 
building project. ~ 

More bricklayers are needed and 
Rullman says the school would like to 
hire Charlevoix County residents for the 
job. “A lot of this money is kept in the 
county by hiring area workers.” 


In an effort to get the building 


completed on time, “The architects and 
contractors really had to scramble,” 
Rullman said. 

.. “I think the quality is there,” he added. 
“Our people are getting a good return for 
their tax dollar.” 


Higher tax bills coming 


Winter tax bills will come out Dec. 1. According to East Jordan ‘ 
Superintendent Mel Ruliman, the average property owner can expect a 20 percent 
increase on these bills, because of the increased millage. voted to finance the new 


school. 


“It would be an understaternent to say that people resent paying taxes,” Rullman 
said. “I want people to be alerted to this increase and to expect it.” 

Ruliman acknowledged that some people criticize the schools and wonder if a new 
high school is needed. ‘We haven’t built any new schools in a long time and it will hurt 


for a couple of years,”’ he said. 


These taxes are used locally, he said, and “Taxpayers owe it to themselves to come 
up and look at the construction site. It’s theirs. They can see something happening in 


their school system.” 


The school board had promised the tax increase would not exceed 7 mills. Rullman 
said the board has kept its word. The increase wilt be 6 mills. .

A long tradition- 
service through news 


The paper you are reading is the 
beginning of a new era for Charlevoix 
County’s oldest industry, its newspaper. 

There have been several mergers and 
name changes, but today’s Press is a 
direct descendant of a newspaper tradi- 
tion that began in 1881, when Boyne City 
was a seven-year-old frontier town. 


Boyne City’s first newspaper, a four- 
page tabloid called ‘'The Standard,” was 
founded by William Mears, a leading 
civic figure of his day. In 1883 he sold to 
Phillip A. Badour, who changed the name 
to ‘‘The Statesman’”’ and opened an office 
at the corner of River and Lake Streets, 
near the Boyne River. 

Three years later the paper was Sold to 
the partnership of Miley and Chapin, who 
kept the paper only two years but made 
one important change - - calling the 
paper the Boyne Citizen, a name it was to 
keep until 1968, 

In 1902 G.A. Lisk founded East Jordan's 
paper, called the Charlevoix County 
Herald. The paper changed hands sev- 
eral times until it was bought in 1952 by 
_Marshall Sayles, who produced the paper. ,

‘The moment I got the paper I changed 
the name to East Jordan News-Herald to 
get East Jordan on the front page,” 
Sayles said. 


“They had never had an East Jordan 
paper before and it gave them a sense of 
identity.” 

In 1960 another pivotal figure in local 
journalism entered the picture when 
Gregg Smith bought the Boyne Citizen 
from Mrs. Guy Baker. Smith and his wife 
Margaret put in one of northern Mich- 
igan’s first offset presses and the 
company expanded rapidly. 

The Smiths made a major acquisi- 
tion in 1967, buying the News-Herald 
from Marshal Sayles, who started the 
Michigan Snowmobiler, which he still 
owns. Gregg Smith, Jr. became editor of 
the News-Herald, but two years later the 
Smiths combined the two papers into the 
Northland Press. 

The Smiths changed the name to 
Charlevoix County Press in 1974. In May 
of 1977 the Smiths sold Gregg Publica- 
tions to Frank Noverr.

Having said all this, let us close by 
saying we're glad to be here.

Letter from the publisher 


What makes a great newspaper ? 


The purchase of a newspaper any- 
where - - small town or big city - « is 
major news in the community sare by 
that newspaper. 

Many residents of the community, 
particularly those in public positions and 


those who regularly use the newspaper x 


for advertising purposes, generally want 
to know who will: be,making the decisions 
once a newspaper has come under new 
ownership. There is also interest in the 
likelihood of editorial changes by the new 
management team. 

The question that usually doesn’t come 
up when a newspaper changes hands has 
to do with philosophy. For example, what 
has motivated the purchase of the 
newspaper by certain persons? Is it a 
desire to make money; to go into 
business for themselves; to settle in a 
particular area? 

All of the above are good reasons - - 
even common ones -- behind a decision to 
purchase a newspaper. 


However, because I've spent almost all 
of my adult life in journalism, I like to 
think that frequently the motivation for a 
newspaper purchase, particularly in a 
small town, is much more idealistic. . . . 
and more egotistical. Frankly, it can 
afford to be because the purchase of a 
small town weekly is a very personal 
thing 


The motivation for the purchase of the 
Charlevoix County Press by Paul Marcus 
and myself stems from a desire to 
provide the communities covered by the 
Charlevoix County Press with an excel- 
lent newspaper in a very traditional 
sense, but using some of the latest 
journalistic techniques developed to 
achieve traditional goals. 

By this I mean a desire to provide very 
thorough coverage of major community 
issues in a fair and balanced manner; to 
offer a forum for informed opinions by 
members of the community; to assist 
community projects that will upgrade 


During the course of human events it 
sometimes becomes necessary to wel- 
come a new newspaper publisher to 
town. 

I did that not too long ago and before 
the harvest moon could work itself up 


over Chandler hill the course of human ~ 


events got out of hand, providing cause 
for another welcome. 

New publishers, new faces, fresh talent 
and two buckets of well-stirred enthus- 
iasm have been put together to develop a 
highly serviceable weekly publication for 
area residents. 

I’m told the paper will return to the 
larger size. That’s to make room for all 
the news that’s fit to print. Back during 


my own weekly publishing days we, upon _ 


occasion, published news that wasn’t fit 
to print. Some readers laughed and 
slapped their legs. Others brought a rope 
with a noose on the end. If memory 
serves me correctly, I survived the 

There are those among us who feel that 
newspaper publishers should be hung 
upon occasion to keep them in line. My 
good friend Gregg Smith was hung 
several times and I secretly congrat- 
ulated him for not realizing it. 


living “conditions of the residents; to 
analyze social, political and environ- 
mental issues of special concern to the 
community; to help members of the 
community, individually and in groups, 
communicate information to the rest of 
the community; to investigate rather 
than describe charges and accusations 
that affect members of groups within the 
community; to provide an outlet for the 
creative talents of the. community when 
they relate to the print medium. 


During the past several years, news- 
papers across the country have exper- 
imented with techniques that are 
designed to serve better the various 


communities within the total community. 
Some major newspapers, for example, 


have added ombudsmen to write about 
errors in judgement made by the 
newspaper; “Op-Ed” pages are now 
standard in order to provide more 
informed commentary; editorials are 
frequently signed; speculative articles 
are designated as “commentary.” 


In addition to attempts to increase 
quality, there have been other attempts 
to change the focus of newspaper 
coverage. Such attempts have led to the 
spread of special sections and features 
designed to catch the attention of busy 
readers often distracted by television, 
movies and recreational activities. 


I’ve watched such experimentation 
with some interest - - as a practicing 


The purpose of a newspaper is to 
properly reflect the events of the area in 
which it serves, protect the community 
against evil doers, amaze readers by 
printing the truth, and to editorially whip 
civic nonsense whenever it breaks loose. 


Readers expecting something besides 
reading and pictures can quit now. 

I'm told that, in addition to Boyne City, 
the paper will cover East Jordan like the 
snow - - & W. to my friends there 
who fiddle with the light fantastic during 
the week and then walk around as sober 
as a hymn on Sunday. (I used to do that 
when I lived there but, being the 
publisher, it never seemed to get into the

Finally, there is Ontario. Last in the 


chain, it receives much of its water from 


Erie and so, it too has suffered many of 
Erie’s same. water quality problems, 
only perhaps more quietly. 

From Ontario, the waters of the Great 
Lakes flow out the St. Lawrence River to 
the sea, completing their 2,300 mile 
journey from Duluth, Minnesota. Every 


‘ ten minutes, enough water leaves the 


Great Lakes via this route to supply the 
city of New York for a day. 


If the oceans are our last trontier, the 
Great Lakes are the proving ground for 
that frontier. Here, man first ex- 
perimented with the law of the sea and 
came up with a successful, international 
agreement between the United States 
and Canada to clean up the Great Lakes. 


Here, man first began to limit what 
could be harvested from the marine 
environment by putting controls on the 
lakes’ commercial fishermen. 
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Here, too, man has learned the limits to 
which he can push an aquatic system - - 


‘ bear before it finally. becomes so 
degraded as to be almost beyond repair. 
This has certainly been the story of 
_ Lake Erie. The lake was used carelessly 
“y fof400 years as a dumping ground for- 
£ municipal sewage and industrial wastes 
until, “in the late 1960’s, it attracted 
national attention as the “dead” Great 
Lake. 

Since then, the campaign to clean up 
Lake Erie has proven far more arduous 
and more costly than was ever expected. 
By some calculations, it will cost another 
$17 billion just to provide adequate 
facilities to treat municipal sewage going 
into the lake and another $2 billion to 
bring industrial wastes within federal 
water pollution control standards. 

Many now believe the oceans face the 
same fate as the lakes. Pollution along 
our saltwater coasts and on the high seas 
has become a major cause for concern. If 
the Great Lakes truly do reflect the 
future of the oceans, will man be able to 
afford to clean the oceans once he has 
fouled them?

Fewer hunters 
than usual 


The first week of deer hunting season 
brought with it reports of good hunting, 
jess hunters than usual, and law enforce- 
ment problems ranging from hunting 
without a license to gun thefts. 

As of Friday, Nov. 18, there had been 
no hunting accidents in Charlevoix 
County, according to Walter Mikula of 
the Boyne. City DNR office. 

Mikula said hunting was going well 
despite the lack of tracking snow. ‘‘The 
success rate is good,” he said. ‘‘We’ve 
checked a lot of bucks with some nice big 
racks.” 

The Tuesday opening date probably 
contributed to the light turnout of 
hunters, according to Mikula. ‘The 
hunters just aren’t around,” he said. 
“This weekend there will probably be a 


' big turnout.” 


The biggest: buck of the season's first 
week in Charlevoix County was a.14 
pointer taken by Ron Parsons, son of Ben 
Parsons, 526.N. Lake Street, Boyne City. 


Parsons said he shot the buck from 75 


it during a sleet storm near Chandler 
ill. 


It measured in at 185 pounds two days 
after it was shot. 

DNR officer Mikula reported a 
“typical” number of arrests for viola- 
tions such as hunting without a license, 
shooting at power lines and possession of 
loaded guns in cars. He also reported 
instances of shining, the use of spot- 
lights or headlights to hunt deer at night. 


Both the East Jordan and Boyne City 
Police departments reported gun thefts 
from ears. Two deer rifles owned by Tom 
Ellis of Boyne City were stolen Nov. 16 


- from the parking lot of the Granary 


Restaurant, according to Public Safety 
Chief John Talboys. He said the guns 
were valued at $1,000 each. 

In East Jordan, three rifles were stolen 
Nov. 17 from .a locked. pick-up truck 
parked in front of Swanie’s Rainbow Bar, 
according to Police Officer Robert 
Matheny.

BOYNE CITY - Faced with a. slow- 
down in production, Courter Inc., Boyne ,. 
City’s biggest employer, has laid. off. . 
approximately 30 workers in the past - 
month. Ee 
Another 10 workers“might: be laid off 
unless enough employees leave by attri-_, 
tion in the near future, according to . 
Warren Todter, general manager of ‘the 
aircraft instrument plant. 


He indicated the layoffs will not be : 
permanent. “We consider them tem- 
porary because we're looking to build 
again,”’ Todter said. “If everything goes 
as we hope, they will probably all be back 
in approximately three mon 


Both Todter and local UAW President 
Ruith Hartwick agreed that the layoffs 


> 


- are not retaliation for the employees’ 


recent threat to strike over Courter’s sick 
day policy. 

“We don’t see any connection,” Todter 
said, “There is none.” 

Hartwick said, “I don't think so, 
either. Even before Bendix took over we 
felt there might be some layoffs because 
there was a lack of work in some areas.” 

“Ym hoping it’s just a re-adjustment.” 

Although she doesn’t argue with the 
company’s motives for the cutback, 
Hartwick said she feels it comes at a bad 
time. 


“Coming right before Christmas and 
the beginning of winter, it’s really got 
people worried,” she said. ‘‘A layoff is 
bad any time, but this is the worst time, 
as far as I’m concerned.” 


Todter says the layoffs are needed now 
because ‘“‘At this point we had just 
completed a big bit of business and we 
have to reduce employment down to a 
somewhat smaller level.” 

Usually the company’ can compensate 
for work slowdowns simply by putting a 
freeze on hiring, Todter said, ‘‘But this 
time it was just a little bit bigger bump.” 

Union President Hartwick says 
Courter hired workers right up to the 
time the company was sold to Bendix, 
even though there was less. work than 
usual. ‘he plant employed approximate- 
ly 420 persons before the layoffs, ac- 
cording to Todter. 

The company uses a “preferred senior- 
ity” layoff system, which allows long- 
time employees to accept layoffs if they 
want them and then collect unemploy- 


ment compensation. Not enough workers 

have elected this option, so those most 
recently hired are losing their jobs. 

Todter said there have’ been layoffs in 
all departments, but Hartwick said most 
of the cuts have affected assemblers and 
machine shop operators. : 

Laid off employees are receiving a 
week’s notice, Hartwick said. The notices 
are listed Monday mornings on a bulletin - 


board, she said, “And we have no notice 
in advance on how many they will lay 
off.”’ 

General Manager Todter said he 
doesn’t think the layoffs will hurt the 
local economy. “It’s a small percentage 
of the area work force,” he said, “and 
they are eligible to receive unemploy- 
ment benefits.”’

Commission elects 


Fitzpatri ck 


BOYNE CITY - The method of selec- 
tion fit the man just right. 

At its Tuesday, Nov..15 meeting, the 
Boyne City Commission elected Keith 
Fitzpatrick mayor quietly, effectively 
and with no pomp or ceremony, which is 
probably just how Fitzpatrick will con- 
duct himself in office. 

Called out of town on business, the new 
mayor wasn't on hand to accept 
congratulations. 

The 47-year-old Boyne City native will 
bring 11 years of commission experience 
to his new job, leading an otherwise 
inexperienced group. As recently elected 
Commissioner Steve Moody pointed out, 
“Keith has been there longer than 
everybody else put together. 

“There isn't anybody else who comes 
close to being qualified right now,” 
Moody said. ‘‘It’s a responsible position.

for obtaining grants, according to publi- 
city chairperson for the group, Sweet 
Marcie Brown. 

Now members of Artists North are able 
to help draft proposals to obtain funding 
for the visual and performing arts. The 
grants are designed basically to provide 
financial and technical assistance 
proposed by new as well as experienced 
community-based organizations which 
might not be implemented without 
outside assistance. 

CETA, Michigan Council for the Arts, 
the National Endowment for the Arts and 
the Michigan Council for the Arts all 
have grants available to artists and 
craftpersons. Through CETA applicants 
must meet low income requirements.
